•oHd victory over Argos In Toronto, 
though the strengthened Ottawaa wete 
conceded a good ohance of victory. One 
laat moment change waa made In the 
M.a.a.a. line-up, Davidson replacing 
the Reverend H. S. Laws In the scrim- 
mage. 

. Owing to tha muddy condition of the 
field, fumbling waa a very ' frequent 
occurrence. But In aplte of losing the 



At Kingston on Saturday the McGUl 
Intermediates were defeated by R.M.C..
